A Notę from Pastor Ken 

19 "Do not storę up for yoursehes treasures on earth, where moth and rust consume and where 
thieves break in and steal; 20 but storę up for yoursehes treasures in heaven, where neither moth 
nor rust consume, and where thieves do not break in and steal. 21 For where your treasure is, 
there your heart will be also. (Matthew 6:19-21 NRSV) 

It seems obvious doesn't it. "The place where your treasure is, is the place you will most want 
to be, and end up being" (Matthew 6:21 The Message). I guess it really could be if it weren't for 
all the temptations that exist on this side of heaven! The opportunity of Lent is to look at where 
we have hidden away our heart, while living in God's gift of our lives. Yesterday, if you were 
able to receive them, someone placed palm ashes in the sign of a cross upon your forehead and 
said, "you are dust, and to dust you shall return" (Gen. 3:19 NRSV). 

In between our human creation and our human death lies the gift which God has blessed 
each one of us with, this gift of life that we experience with different degrees of awareness and 
health. Our hearts beat, and our minds consider what our eyes see, and ears hear, what we 
taste and feel, and what our noses smell; and so, we experience the very substance of creation. 

I invite you to spend this Lenten season pondering with me how we engage with the creation all 
around our life through our senses. The treasure of being alive to what God has designed—with 
you and me in mind—is called creation. In it is all that we can know through our gift of life. 
These are the treasures we storę up in heaven. The moments which we take time to experience 
during our lives...those sensual experiences that we treasure in love, joy, peace, patience, 
kindness, generosity, faithfulness, gentleness, and self-control. 

May you continue to follow the cross that was placed upon your forehead in your baptism 
and with the palm ashes, as you come to the deep awareness of God's gift of human life 
between the dust!
